PARIS—Tho the Bolshevik gov- 


ernment is built from masses, it has 
a power to dictate over the individ- 
ual, unequalled even 
by 
czarism. 


There is no disorder, no anarchy 
nor uprising anywhere within the 
territory controlled by the Soviets. 
Opposition is unheard of, 
in fact, 


It is impossible, owing to the strict 
political control. 
Hence the Rus- 


sians meekly follow the Bolsheviki, 
tho the great majority long for the 
day when Bolshevism no longer is 
the means of preventing merely re- 
action to czarism which the 
people 


fear will result if 
the 
Bolsheviki 


armies are defeated. 


Passing from town to town on my 


way to Moscow from the front and 
talking with soldiers and civilians 
who 
overcrowded the, jerkwater 


trains, I had more than an ordinary 
opportunity to learn the viewpoint 
of the people and see 
Bolshevism 


operating outside the capital. 
WILL NOT LAST 


"The Bolsheviki government 
is 


better than Nicholas' regime," with 
the universal shrug 
of 
shoulders, 


was as much as most people dared 
to say, tho occasionally a more in- 
telligent man would watch his op- 
portunity, as soon as he learned I 
was an American, to admit frankly 
Bolshevik was an oppression, always 
winding up with the opinion that the 
present situation could not last. 


Later in Moscow, several promi- 


nent communists admitted, not pub- 
licly, that It was impossible to re- 
alize the entire Bolshevik platform 
in practice. 
They cited concessions, 


such as the labor scale, by which 17 
different grades of wages are paid 
industrial workers and bonuses as 
high as 3;000 rubles a month of- 
fered to induce trained profession- 
als to direct Bolshevistic enterpris- 
es. 
Some Bolsheviki even boasted 


the soviet government is swinging 
toward conservatism. Several point- 
ed out it is practically 
a constitu- 


tional parliamentary form of gov- 
ernment, thru the central soviet con- 
gress, which Is elected by the local 
sovlets. The central soviet chooses 
the central executive body, which 
names the cabinet.

Russia's 


debts, guaranteeing not. to conduct 
propaganda outside Russia, in fact, 
almost, anything that 
will enable 


them to control Russia without mo- 
lestation.

Anarchistic literature was discovered near the scenes of the 


explosions in Washington, Pittsburg and Roxbury. 


Two men were arrested in Philadelphia, the police not mak- 


ing known their names. 


In some instances, police said, the infernal machines appar* 


ently were loaded with shrapnel bullets. 


It was believed that while assassination of public men or big 


employers may have been intended, the bombs in some instances, 
were planted at the wrong houses.

The health office is 
being besieged with calls from res- 
idents asking for suggestions 
and 


aid in getting rid of garbage, it was 
said. 


"Grave results could ensue from

confronted," 
asserted Dr. Burton.

Police officials believe that an-

They report of the finding at the 
Cassady home of a metal tube about 
nine inches long and an inch thick 
of cylindrical form, which

lieved to have held tho explosive. 
Iron shrapnel was also found In the 
vicinity. 


A squad of detectives, police and 


agents of the department of justice, 
were rushed to the scenes of the ex- 
plosions a few moments after they 
occurred.

Altho the blasts were violent, no

11:35 o'clock under the front porch 
of the three-story brick residence of 
Burton J. Cassady, in the fashion- 
able Squirrel Hill district. 
Cassady 


is general manager of the paint de- 
partment of the Pittsburg Plate Glass 
Company. The entire front of the 
house was demolished. 
Mrs. Cas- 


sady and four young children asleep 
on the second floor, were uninjured.

Frank Morrison Blames Immi- 


gration Policy For Ananch- 


ist Outrages 


Berger Declares 
Lawlessness 


Due to "Muzzled" Press 


and Speech 


WASHINGTON—Bomb explosions 


in eight cities Monday nigbt, resulted 
from this country's open door immi- 
gration policy, Frank Morrison, sec- 
retary of the American Federation of 
Labor, said Tuesday. 


At the same time Victor Berger, 


socialist congressman from Milwau- 
kee, declared the bomb throwing " 
easily" ia "the logical answer to the 
insane outrages 
against 
the 
free 


press and free speech by the ruling 
class." 


Morrison, speaking for organized 


labor, deplored the attempts on the 
lives of prominent persons and do- 
clared that the "question must be 
traced to its root." 


Berger emphasized that anarchism 


must not be confused with socialism 
and declared: 


"Let us have a free country. 
"I can understand why the Nihil- 


ists of Russia used bombs, but this 
method can have no place in Ameri- 
can institutions," Morrison said in 
hie statement.

Bits were found scattered over 
a radius of 100 yards. 
Pieces of 


clothing found led to the belief thnt 


the victim was a policeman and a 
bunch of keys found 
in a hallway 


furnished evidence 
whon identified 


by the patrolman's son. 


It was believed at first that the 


fragments of a 
human 
body and 


scorched bits of clothing might sup- 
ply a clue to thft man who placed the 
infernal machine. 


Persons living across the street 


from the Nott home told police they 
had seen two young women sitting 
on the steps leading to the house, for 
some time before the explosion. Just 
before the blast they said they heard 
a woman scream. 


Two detectives 
were nearby and 


ran to the house after turning is a 
flre alarm. They found persons run- 
ning madly about the streets, men 
and women in their 
night clothing, 


many of them hysterical. Added to 
the excitement caused by the blast 
was the clanging of bells of fire en- 
gines. 
The firemen found nothing' 


for them to do, but search in the 
ruins of the front of the Nott home 
for possible victims. One man- said 
he had seen 
an automobile dash 


across Fifth Ave. to Third Ave. and 
then turn south. 
A smell of acid

that street, but the property owners 
urged that the line of the sewer, in- 
stead of running down Grand avenue, 
be placed along Marion street. Coun- 
cil has passed the sewer legislation, 
and stated that the service director 
only could change the line of sewer 
construction. The matter was re- 
ferred to the street and paving com- 
mittee, the city engineer and service 
director. 


A resolution deeming it necessary 


to issue bonds to cover the city's por- 
tion of the expense of the Metcalt 
bridge construction was passed, 2(i 
$1,000 bonds to be issued immedi- 
ately.
